This Bill was accordingly prefented to the Houfe by Mr. 
Sandys, on Tuefday the roth of February, was then read, 
as ufual, a firft Time, and was ordered to be read a fecond 
Time upon that Day Sevennight. =o Lik 

Accordingly, on Tuefday the 26th, the faid Bill was 
read a {econd Time, and Mr. S---ys then moved for its be- 
ing committed, whereupon a Debate enfued, im which the 
following Gentlemen [poke to the following Effed?, viz.

fonable Bills I hae ever feen.brought into Parliament, 
“* fince I have had the Honour to fit in this Houfe. It 
«< is, I think, Sir, not only unreafonable, but in feveral 
“© Refpects unjuft: For as to the Electors, the People of 
Great-Britain, it is certain, that they are the beft 
Judges, and indeed the only proper Judges, who are 
the moft capable,-and the moft proper Perfons, to re- 
prefent them in farliament; and for us to pretend, by 
‘alLaw, to lay a Reftraint upon them in their Choice, 
is certainly doing them a very great Piece of Injuftice. 
It the People, if the EleGors of any. Shire, City, of 
Borough, make Choice of a Gentleman to reprefent 
them in Parliament, who has a Poft, or an Employment 
in. the Government, that very Choice is a fuificient 
Proof that they do not think the Service of the Coun- 
“‘ try in j arliament, and the Service of the Crown in- 
compat:! le ; and the Law has already wifely provided, 
that in Cafe any Gentleman accepts of a Place, or. an 
Employ ment in the Government, after he has been cho- 
cn a Member of Parliament, his Seat in Parliament 
hall thereby be vacated

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notwithftanding his having accepted of a Place or Em- 
ge? bog nt under the Crown. 

Then, Sir, as to the Gentlemen who are now, or may 
hereafter be in Offices, civil or military, under the 
Crown, it is certain, that they generally are Gentlemen 
of Families, and many of them have very large Proper- 
ties in. their Country. Have not they therefore aS 
good a right to fland Candidates for being chofen Mem- 
bers of Parliament, as any of thofe Gentlemen who 
are out of Employment? And ifthe People do them 
the Honour to chufe them, w hy fhould we, bya Law, 
deprive them of that Honour which the People have 
thought fit to confer upon them? Is it not robbing then 
of a Part, at leaft, of thofe Rights which they have.a 
juft Title to as Eagiqowe n, or as Free Britons ? 

«¢ By this Bill, Sir, I muft likewife think, that there is 
avery great Piece of Injuftice done to the Crown ; I 
cannot but think it a very extraordinary Thing to put 
fuch a Mark of Difgrace upon all the Officers emplo red 
by the Crows, as to exclude them from the Right of 
having Seats in Parliament, and that for no other Re afon, 

but becaufe the King has thought them worthy of fer- 
ving their Country in fome Office, civil or military, un- 


‘der him. It is, really, not only putting an A ffront 


upon his prefent Majetty, but doing an Ln} juftice to all 
his Succeffors: It is indeed putting an A front upon the 

Crown itfelf, and rendering it impoffible for our. Go- 
vernment to fubfift under its prefent Form ; for if fuch an 
Ignominy thall be put upon all thofe, who fhall accept 
of any Employment under the Crown, as to render 

them incapat le of ferving their Country in Parliament, 

which is one of the higeft Honours a Gentleman can 
have in his Country; what Gentleman of Family or 
Fortune, what Gentleman of Honour or Capacity, will 
accept of any Employment under the Crown? And thus 
by renderi ng it impoffible for the King to get any Man 
of Family or Fortune, of Honour or Capacity, to ferve 
under him, you will render it impoffidle for our Go- 
vernment or Conftitution to fubfift under its -~prefent 
monarchical Form. 

‘¢ Should, Sir, the Bill now before us pafs into a Law, 

I think it eafy to forefee the Confequence. It would 
bring = Houfe of Commons into the higheft Can- 
tempt, or it w2ald bring all thofe Gentlemen, who 
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accepted of any Office in the Government, civil or 
‘¢ military, under Contempt. One or t’other would, = 
‘< my Opinion, be the undoubted Confequeace ; it 1s Natu- 
‘e ral for every Man to endeavour to render contemptible 
‘« that Honour, that Poft, or that Thing, which he knows 
‘* he cannot attain to : The Gentlemen of the Army, the 
«© Gentlemen of the Navy, the Gentlemen in civil Offices, 
«© knowing, that by Law they were all abfolutely exclu- 
“© ded from the Honour of having Seats in the Houfe of 
«© Commons, would all join together in endeavouring to ren- 
<«¢ der the Houfe of Commons contemptible in the Eyes of 
‘© the People ; and we need not doubt, but that the Clergy 
«© would join with the reft, becaufe, I think they are alrea- 
«© dy excluded from this Houfe : On the other Hand, the 
‘- Gentlemen of the Honfe of Commons, and thofe who 
‘¢ might continue to be eligible into this Houfe, would en- 
‘ deavour to fupport the Honour of this Houfe, by endea- 
‘“* youring to render contemptible all thofe, who accepted 
‘“< of any Poft or Employment, in the Government, either 
‘S in Church or State. Is it not much to be feared, is it 
‘¢ not rather certain, that fuch an unnatural Divifion as 
‘* this might, in the End, prove fatal to the Conftitution ? 
‘* For the Succefs of either Party would certainly over. 
‘¢ turn our prefent Form of Government. 
** T will not fay, Sir, bue that Country Gentlemen are 
very proper Reprefentatives of the People, and I believe 
** the Majority ofthis Houfe will always confift of fuch, 
as it has formerly done; but I muftthink, and I believe 
it will be granted me, that it ts for the Service of this 
Houle, it is even neceflary for difpatching the Bufinefs that 
properly comes before this Houfe, to have likewife fome 
of thofe Gentlemen among us, who belong to and are 
acquainted with the Manner of tranfa@tine Bufinefs in 
‘ the feveral creat Offices under the Government. Every 
at gnen who has been but a fhort Time in this 
<n tna attended to the feveral forts of Bufinefs 
_ Mat dave come before us, and the feveral Sorts of Pa- 
pers and Accounts, we have, from Time to Time, 
‘* found neceffary for us to call for, mut have taken No- 


tice hot the en rs 1. : ( 
: hy. at the Houfe would have been fometimes greatly 
oe rec, it we had not had fome Gentlemen among 
Us belonging to the Publick Offices c A ane 
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“© wynder our. Confideration ; which muft convince every 
‘¢ Man of the Neceffity of having fome fuch Gentlemen 
<* always amongit us. 

<< If indeed, there were Reafon to fufpe&, that Gen- 
<* tlemen in Offices, who have Seats in Parliament, were, 
«© by theirenjoying fuch Offices, any way influenced in 
<* their Way of acting or fpeaking in this Houfe, it might 
<< then be neceflary to contrive fome Way of preventing 
<* that Influence for the future ; but as I am convinced, 
«© that'a Man’s being in an Office, does notin the ka? 
“¢ Influence his Way of thinking, or, his Manner of a@tinz, 
‘¢ in this Houfe, I therefore think we have no Occafion 
‘¢ for contriving any fuch Remedies at prefent, and far lefs 
** have we any Occafion for fuch an extraordinary Reme- 
*§ dy as is propofed by the Bill mow before us, for which 
*¢ Reafon I am againft committing it.

*¢ this Bill, Sir, met with no Oppofigion, Sreech 
*¢ either when it was moved for, or when a we 
<* it was brought in and read the firft Time, I was very 
“* little apprehenfive, that we fhould have had any Debate 
“< upon it, and much lefs was I apprehenfive, that our going 
** into a Committee upon it would have been oppofed; 
“* for as yetit can be_called little more than a Blank ; it 
“© cannot well deferve the Name of a Bil/, till it has gone 
** through the Committee, where the many Blanks which 
“* are now init, are properly to be filled up. I was, indeed, 
** furprifed, Sir, to hear the worthy Gentleman who fpoke 
s* laft, fay, that he thought it the moft extraordinory and 
‘* unreafonable Bil) he had ever feen brought into this 
‘© Houfe; for if the Gentleman will look into our Journals, 
*‘ he will fee that this very Bill has been often brouzht in, 
** and has almoft always been paffed in this Houfe; and I 
** am fure, Sir, if ever it was thought reafonable by this 
** Houfe, it muit now be thoucht much more fo, when 
** the Number of P/acemen, who have Seats in Parliament, 
** is much greater than it ever was at any Time hereto- 
** fore. 

‘¢ ‘The worthy Gentleman has likewife told us, that 
** he thinks the Bill unjuft, both with Refpe@ to the 
** Crown, the People, and the Gentlemen who have the 
** Honour to be employed by the Crown; as to which, I 
** fhall take Notice in general, that, by the fame Method 
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“ of Reafoning, he may pretend to fhew us, that all the 


«< Laws that were ever made for regulating Elections 
<< were unjuft, and were Incroachments upon the Rights 
*< of the People. I fhall readily gree with him, that the 
« People are the propereit Judges, who ought to be cho- 
« fen by them for their Repreientatives in Parliament ; 
<< and I'am confident, that were they left to a free Choice, 
« we fhould not fee fo many civil and military Officers 
«¢ brought into Parliament. The People, I believe, 
would always think themfelyes more fecure in being re- 
prefeated by Country Gentlemen, with whom they are 
well acquainted, and who can have no Interett feparate 
«© from them, than by Clerks of Offices, or fuch other 
Perfons, whom they perhaps never faw or heard of be- 
fore they came down to be chofen their Reprefenta- 
tives, and whom, probably, they may never fee again, 
till they return to ask the fame Favour; which every 
<< Gentleman here knows to be often the Cafe of many 
¢ of our little Boroughs in Exgland. 
‘< But, Sir, to fay, that it would be any Injuftice in 
‘¢ ys, to lay any Reftraint upon the People, as to the 
««-Ghoice of their Reprefentatives, feems to me very eX- 
«< traordinary, when we confider the Law now in Being, 
by which the People are reftrained from chufing any 
Gentleman for their Reprefentative in Parliament, who 
is not poffeffed of fuch an Eftate. Surely, Sir, we may, 
with refpect to Elections, without being guilty of any 
Injuftice, lay what Reftraints we think neceffary for 
“* the Good of the Publick, andthe Prefervation of our 
* Conttitution: Whenever any fuch Reftraint is neceffary; 
‘ it ought to be laid oa, becaufe it is for the Benefit of 
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** the People ; and I am fure that whatever is for the Be- 
“‘ nefit of the People, cannot be juftly faid or thought

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© Eoufe. I will allow that the Choic2 made by the Bur- 
‘¢ effes of a little Borough, or by the Freeholders of a 
“ County, “if it falls upon an Officer, civil or military, 
<< fhews the Majority of thofe Electors at that Time did 
“ not think. the Office he then enjoyed incompatible or in- 
‘¢ confiftent with his being their Reprefentative in Par- 
«< liament ; but I hope it will not be faid, that the Bur- 
<< geffes of a little Borough, or even the Freeholders of a 
“ County, are better Judges in this Refpect than the Re- 
«<< prefentatives of the whole People of Great Britain 
<< met in this Houfe, efpecially when the Opinion of this 
“ Houfe is approved of and confirmed by the other twa 
«¢ Branches of our Legiflature. 

“ As to the Alternative pretended, that if this Bill 
“ fhould pafs into a Law, it would render either the 
“ Officers civil or military contemptible, or thisHoufe con- 
‘< temptible in the Eyes of the People. I cannot imagine 
«< how it conld produce either of thefe Effects ; for as to 
«* the Officers civil or military, it is to be imagined, that 
“ a fuccefsful General or Admiral, that a brave and ex- 
“ perienced Captain, by Sea or Land, or a Civil Officer, 
«“ honeft, expert, and diligent, in the Station he is in, 
“ would be contemned, becaufe he was not capable of be- 
“ ing a Member of this Houfe ? were the Clergy ever 
<¢ brought into Contempt, by their being excluded the Pri- 
“ vilege of being chofen Members of Parliament? Jpon 
«< the contrary, I believe, they never got any Honour 
“ by being Members of either Houfe ; and I believe 
‘¢« there are very few Officers, either civil or military, in 
«< the Kingdom, who ever gained much Honour, or much 
«© Repnte, among the People, by their being Members of 
“ either Houfe of Parliament, unlefs when their being 
<¢ fuch was the Occafion of their being turned out of the 
“ Offices they enjoyed, and might have continued to enjoy, 
«“ both to their own Honour, and the Advantage of their 
“ Country, if they had not been Members of Parlia- 
ss ment. 

‘© As tothe other Part ofthe Alternative, that this Houfe 
«< may be rendered contemptible by what is now propo- 
« fed, I am, Sir, not in the leaft afraid of it; but I am” 
“ very much afraid, that if fome Bill of this Nature is not 
‘¢ paffed into a Law, and that very fpeedily too, this 
‘* Houfe will become cotemptible in the Eyes not only of 
“« our own People, but of the Whole World. Gentlemes

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«<< may pretend, that no Man is influenced in his Way 
« of thinkiog. or ia his Manner of acting, in this Houfe, 
«< by the oft or Office he poffefies, and may be turned 
< out of, whenever a Prime Minifter may have a Mind; 
« byt while Mea are Men, I am convinced, that there 
«s will always be a great Number, by far, I fear, the 
<< greatelt Numer who will rather vote according to the 
«< |}).rcctions of the rrime Minifter for the Time being; 
«« thin run the Risk of being turned out of the lucrative 
«¢ Pot or Oyhce he then holds at the Pleafure of the 
«© Crowa; and if ever a Majority of this Houfe fhould hap-

«come as contemptible as ever the Senate of Rome was, 


<¢ ailer it became the political Tool of their arbitrary and 
¢¢ tyrannical Emperors. 
« T will likewife agree with the Hon. Gentleman, that 
it may be neceffary at leaft, it may be convenient for 
<< this Houfe, always to have in it fome of thofe Gen- 
‘tlemea who beloag to, and are converfant in the Methods 
of tranfacting Bufinefs in the feveral great Oifices of the 
‘© Kingdom, and therefore I am not for excluding from 
<< Seats in Parliament all thofe who are in Offices Civil or 
“ Miltary; I believe no Gentleman in this Houfe ever 
<< had any fuch ‘Thought in his Head; and if Gentlemen 
«© wil bat perute the Bill as it ftands now, they will fee, 
«< that there is to be an Exception, which is now left 
«* blank, asin all fuch Cafes is ufual; in order that when 
we go into a Committee upon the Bill, Gentlemen may 
** then propofe the Alling up in that Blank as many Offi-

<¢ we fhall not, I muft take the Liberty to move for an 
‘¢ Inftruction to receive a Claufe for excluding all thofe 
‘< from Seats in Parliament,, who have asked for any 
‘s Place or Employment, or any other Favour, trom the 
<< Government, and have been refufed what. they asked 
‘¢ for; becaufe. lam perfuaded, that Anger, Revenge, 
‘< and Difappointment, may influence Mens Actions, and 
‘Seven their Behaviour in this Houfe, as much :as the 
«© Hopes of getting a Place, or the Fears of lofing one, 
<¢ can poflibly do; and therefore I think it fully as rea- 
«© fonable to.exclude the former, as it is to exclude the 
«¢ latter, from having Seats in this Houfe. 

‘< If it can be fuppofed, Sm, that the Hopes of getting 

“<< a Place, or the Fears of lofing one, can influence fome 
‘<< Men fo much, as to make them approve of all the 
‘“¢ Meafures of the Government, and agree with every 
“<-Thing that is propofed by thofe in the Adminiftration, 
*¢ right or wrong, I am fure it may be fuppofed, that 
“* the Paffions of Revenge and Difappointment may like- 
‘© wife influence fome Men fo much, ‘as to make them 
“* find Fault where there is none, and to oppofe whatever 
*< is propofed by the Government, even when they are in 
“¢ their own Confciences convinced, that what is propofed 
“ is right, and neceffary for the Support of our Govern- 
<< ment and Conftitution; but for my own Part, Sir, I 
“¢ can make no fuch Suppofition ; I cannot fuppofe, that

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‘¢ As the Bill appears to me, Sir, to be a total Exclu- 
“ fon of all Officers, civil and eget f from having Seats. 
<< jn this Houfe, I would really advife thofe Gentlemen, 
«« who now feem fo fond of it, to be a little cautious in 
“< paffing fuch a Bill, for if that which they have fo long 
«© ftruggled to come at, be fonear at Hand, as fome Peo. 
«¢ ple have been pleafed to give out without-doors, the 
‘< paffing of fuch a Bill may foon affect a great many of 
« themfelves. They may then, perhaps, think of the 
« Bill as I now think of it; and I muft declare, that I 
« can by no Means agree to the committing of it, becaufe 
‘«¢ I think it impoffible to make it a good Bill.” 

The Hon. E—--d D—---y Efg; “ 
Mr. De-------y’s ‘ differ, Sir, fo far, in my Opiion 
Speech. ‘«< about the Bill now before us, from 
‘¢ the Honourable Gentleman who 
“¢ fpoke Jaft, that I think it is not poffible to make it a bad 
«< Bill. It is a Bill that has often, as was before obferved, 
‘«¢ paffed through this Houfe, and I am fure it was never 
«< more neceffary for fecuring the Freedom and Indepen- 
dency of Parliaments than it is at this prefent Time : I 
am afraid, Sir, that even the Tranfactions of this Day 
may be a convincing Proof of the great Neceffity that 
there is for having fome fuch Bill paffed ; or rather that 
they will be a melancholy Proof of its being already 
impoffible ever to get fuch a Bill paffed. 
*« It is certain, Sir, that the Prefervation of our Con- 
ftitution depends upon preferving a juft Ballance be- 
tween the feveral Powers of which it is compofed, for 
if ever the Scale fhould be fo much turned, as to oyer- 
throw and deftroy that Ballance, our Conftitution will 
‘ trom that Moment be at an End: And it is certain, 
“* that the many penal Laws which have been enacted 
fice the Revolution, the many Taxes that have been 
laid on and ftill continued, and the great Number of 
‘ Officers that are neceffary for the colleCting of thofe 
“« ‘Taxes, have thrown a great and a dangerous Power ine 
to the Hands of the Crown ; fuch a Power as, it is 
greatly to be feared, may enable the Crown to {wallow 
** up the two other Branches of our Legiflature, by mak- 
ing them entirely dependent on the Crown, if ever 
fhole employed by the Crown fhould be wicked enough 
IM isco cuch . cruel Ufe of the Power they have got 
into their Hands : [ will not fay, Sir, that evér fuch a. 
« Ufe 
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«¢ Ufe, or auy wicked Ufe, has as yet been made of the 
*< great Power which the Crown has lately acquired ; but 
<< there is no doubt but that fuch a Ufe may be made of 
‘¢ it: Thére is no doubt but that fome future Minifter 
‘© may arife, who may make aa abfolute and a blind Obe- 
<< dience to his Commands, both as to voting and {peaking 
<< in either Houfe of Parliament, and as to voting at E- 
«* Jections for Members of this Houfe, the only Tenure, 
«¢ by which Gentlemen in Office can hope to continue in 
«© their refpective Offices, and the only Merit which can 
«© entitle a Man to Preferment either in Church or State ; 
¢¢ and if this fhould ever happen to be the Cafe, I muft 
<< leave it to every Gentleman that hears me to confider, 
<¢ whether our Conftitution would not then be in the moft 
‘s imminent Danger: Shall we then, who are the Guardi- 
«< ans of the People’s Liberties, neglect or refufe to pro- 
«© vide proper Fences againft that Power, which may, 
<< fome time or other, be made ufe of for invading or 
‘¢ breaking down all thofe Fences which now ferve to pro- 
“ tect and defend the Liberties and the Properties of the 
«¢ People ? 

“© We all know, Sir, that the Service of the Crown 
<< and the Service of the People ought always ro be the 
“* fame ; we know that the Crown ought never to ask a- 
«s ny Thing but what is for the Service of the People, 
<< and that the People ought never to refufe what is necef- 
«< fary for the Support of the Crown, and for their own 
<< Defence ; but, Sir, we likewife know, that the Service 
<< of the Crown and the Service of the People have not 
‘* been always the fame ; we know that the Crown has 
<< fometimes been the People’s moft dangerous Enemy, 
«< and the People may, perhaps, have fometimes refufed 
*¢ what was neceflary for the Support of the Crown, and 
«¢ for their own Defence : What has happened may hap- 
‘¢ pen again ; but as long as the Parliament continues pure 
‘< and uncorrupted, they will always be proper Mediators 
“* between the Crown and the ;eople; whereas, if both 
“© Houfes of Parliament fhould ever come to be entirely 
<< dependent on the Crown, and ready to follow blindly

That this is to be done with fome Regard to thofe we repre- 
fent, that this is to be done, confiftent with the 77 uft repofed 
in us, confiftent with that Frugality, which this Houfe is 
bound to ufe, whenever the Crown is pleafed to call upon 
it, to exercife its Great Power of giving Money. 

Now Notwithftanding what has been urged, I think we 
fhall fo far depart from this Rule of Frugality, as we exceed 
the Revenue granted to His late Majefy, whether that Ex- 
ceeding fhall amount yearly to ninety three thoufand Potnds 
as computed at the higheft by the Hon. Perfon, or to Above 
an hundred and thirty thoufand Pounds, as I have feen it 
more truely computed by Another. For I remember ver 
well, that the yearly Sum of fevén hundred thoufand Pounds 
(tho? now thought too little) was not obtained for his late 
Majefty, without a Jong and folemn Debate ; and it was 
allowed by every one that contended for it, tobe an ample 
Royal Revenue. Nor was it asked inconfiderably, ana 
on a fudden; it was asked on mature Deliberation after the 
Queen’s Civil Lift Branches were found deficient ; it was 
asked after many Computations had been made of every 
Charge requifite to fupport the Honour and Dignity of the 
Crown, and to maintain the Prefent Royal Family : I¢ was 
asked “fens duly weighing, what Provifion would be fu fici- 
ent to anfwer all the ordinary and extraordinary Occafions 
of the Civil Government, what would be fufficient to an- 
{wer all Proper Augmentations of Salaries, all reafonable and 
Charitable Penfions, all Secret Services at Home and Abroad, 
neceflary to carry ona juft and wife Adminiftration: Ie 
was asked by the Honourable Perfon Himfelf; and others, 
who were entring into great Employmenis, who were going 
to tafte of the Royal Bounty, and who therefore could not 
pofibly be fufpeéted to have any Defign of ctamping his 
Majetty, by a too contraéted and narrow Revenue. 

Nor does the late Alteration in the Royal Family call for 
any Increafe of Expence. For ifthe Eftabilfhment for the 
Queen fhould be enlarged, whofe Diftinguifhed Charaéter, 
and many princely Viatues (taken Notice of in your Addrefs) 
entitle her to all Degrees of Grandure, which any former 
Queen Confort ever enjoyed; I fay, if her Eftablifhment 
fhould be enlarged, I prefume the Eftablifhment for Prince 
FREDERICK “will be much inferior to that fettled on his 
Prefent Majefty, when Prince of Wales. Befides our ar- 
Cent Wifhes for His Majefty’s conftant Refidence in thefe 
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Kinodoms, and His Royal Intentions of making us a greag 
and happy People, give us Hopes, that many Perfonal, ma- 
ny Particular Expences in the late Reign, efpecially thofe 
for frequent Journies to Hanover, will be difcontinued and 
enrirely ceafe, : 

Nor is it any Objection to the Reafoning of that Time, 
when the Seven Hundred Thoufand Pounds were granted to 
the late King, or to the Computations then made, that this 
Sum is faid to have been found by The Experience of paft 
Times, to be anfwerable to the Neceffities of the. Civil Go- 
vernment. 

For this Experience could not be found. in the Queen’s 
Reign, becaufe herCivil LiftBranches feldom amounted to Six 
Hundred Thoufand Pounds, commonly to about Five-Hun- 
dred and Fifty Thoufand Pounds, and fometimes to a very: 
little above Five Hundred Thoufand Pounds, as appedts by

will name only three or four. The Cofferer’s Office Payments 
were reduced from Fighty Five Thoufand Pounds to Seven- 
ty Five Thoufand. The Allowances for Foreign Miniffers, 
rom Seventy Five Thoufand Pounds to Thirty T houfand. 

Penfions and Bounties from Ezghiy Seven Thoufend Four 
Hundred and Ninety odd Pounds, to Sixty Thoufand. Se- 

cret Services from Twenty Seven Thoufand Pounds, to 
Twenty Thoufand ; a Sum furprizingly {mall ! when com- 
pared with the /ate Dishurfements on that Head. - In fhort, 
the whole yearly Expences were defigned to be Reduced 
to Four Hundred Fifiy Nine Thoufand Nine Hundred Forty 
One Pounds ; and that would have been done, without ec/jp- 
fing the Glory of the Crown, which fome Gentlemen /o 
loudly affirm, cannot Now be maintained under a/mft a 
Double Appainiment. 

From hence it appears plainly, that this Argument of 
The Experience of Pafe Times, can have no Reterence to 
the Queen's Reign, it muft therefore be applied (tho’ put 
in the Plural Number) to the late Adminiffration only ; 
and I confefs, if the fame Management was to be continued, 
if the fame Miniffers were to be again employed, a Million 
a Year would not be fufiicient to carry on the exorbitant 
Expences, fo often, and fo juftly complained of in rbis 
Floufe. For it is Notorious, it is Frefh in all our Memos 
rics, that befides the Yearly Seven Hundred Thoufand 
Pounds, there haye.been many Occaftonal Taxes, many 
exceffive Sums raifed, and they have been all funk in rhaz 
Lottomle/s Gulph of Secret Service. Firft, the memorable 
two Hundred and Fifty Thozfand Pounds were raifed (in 
Defiance of the antient Parliamentary Methods) to fecure 
us from the Apprchenfions of a Swedith Invafion. Then 
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the two Infurance Offices were erected in as Irregular @ 
Manser, by a Bill brought into this Houfe (at the latter 
End of a Seffion, and after the Committee of Supply had 
been ¢lofed) by the Honourable Perfon, on His Return into 
Power, and thofe Bubbles paid near Three Hundred Thou. 
fand Pounds for thetr Charters. Then a mew Scene of Af. 
fairs opening in Sweden, changed our Enmity into an Alii- 
‘ance; there was a Subfidy of Seventy Two Thoufand Pounds 
implicitly granted to make good fome fecret Bargain, and 
Enzagement with that Crown. At the fame Time, acar

like an old Roman, the Client fights like a modern Italian;

ROME aad ITALty. 


HE News we juft hinted at in our laft, of Gacta 

f having capitulated, is confirmed. It was the fixth 
Initant, that this important Place furrendered to the vidto- 
rious Arms of his Neapolitan Majefty, and the Gover 
nor, with the Garrifon, ¢onfifting of ‘1g00 Men became 
Prifoners of War, which were the beft Terms they could 
ovtain: A Hundred Pieces of Canon, with great Store of 
Ammunition and Provifions were found in the : Place. 
i oe and Gal/ipela having before fubmitted, there now 
os : Cag Capua, in the whole Kingdom of Naples, i 
ieee a -y Inperialifes ; and as this Place is reduced 
saved “ ‘x<tremity by Famine and ‘Sicknefs, it is be- 
ieved the Garrifon will be obliged to furrender, without 
putting the. Spaniards to the ‘Trouble of befieging. it in 
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Form, the Expedition to Sici/y is now more talked of than 
ever. 

The two Armies near the Secchia continue yet in the 
fame Pofts, both receiving daily Reinforcements, but nei- 
ther fhewing any great Forwardnefs for Action. ‘The Confe- 
derates, however, pretend to have fome great Underta- 
king in View, for which they are making vaft Preparati- 
ons, and, in particular, are getting together large Quanti- 
ties of Bombs, Bullets, Powder, éFc. But their Defign is 
yet unknown. 3 

Our ‘aft Letters from /ta/y bring Advice that the Garrt- 
fon of Capua had furrendered, of which we muft expect 
the Confirmation and Circumftance by our next, 


GERMANY. 


HE immediate Defign of the Marfhal @ Asfel/t’s 
March towards Mentz was with a double View, 
firft to raife Contributions in that Electorate, and then to 
get the Start of the Jmperial Army, by fending Prince Eu- 
gene that Way, while he, infenfibly, difpofed his Army 
for the March he afterwards took : But what he has far- 
ther in View, is yet a Secret. Thefe Marches and Coun- 
ter-marches haye extreamly fatigued the Smperiahfs; 
when they were apprehenfive the French would make 
themfelves Mafters of the important Poft of Hei/brun, in 
Order to penetrate afterwards into Bavaria, they marched 
four Days together, without Bread or Forage : But the 
French had no fuch Defign. The Marthal de Noeailles 
marched his ‘Troops into the Dutchy of Wirtemberg,’ to 
exact Contributions, while the main Body of their Arm 
Jay encamped in a large Plam, on the other Side of Phi- 
lipsburg. It is believed by fome, that as foon as the Mar- 
fhal de Noailles returns to the Camp, the Siege of fome im- 
portant Place, onthe Upper Rhine, will he undertaken ; 
while others think, as the Seafon is fo far advanced, the 
French will be contented, if they can continue to raife Con- 
tributions, without Interruption, and can fecure agreeable 
Winter-Quart rs. 

Prince Lugcne’s Head Quarters are now at Schwetzingen, 
where it is believed he wil continue, till the Defigns of 
the Freach are difcovered. 

Letters from Drefden fay, the Departure of King Ag- 
guftus for Poland is not yet fix’d, but, it is believed, it —_ 
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be very fpeedy, and that his Queen will accompany him, 
Twele Thoufasd more Militia are ordered to be raifed in 
Saxony, to fupply the : lace of the like Number, which 
are incorporated with the Regular Troops, which are to 
ferve partly in Poland, and partly as a Re-inforcement to 
the Saxon Troops, in Prince Eugene’s Army, on the 
a A very fingular Accident happned the 21 Inftant at 
B rlin; when the Grand Tower of the Church of St. Pe, 
ter. which has been thefe four Years building, fell down 
on the Body of the Church, and very much damaged as 
well that as feveral] Houfes in the Neighbourhood, This 
Charch was fet on Fire, in the Year, 1730 by Lightning, 
when, it is fuppofed, the Mortar in the fupporting Walls 
or Stays was calcin’d, and having thereby loft its Force of 
Cementing, was the Occafion of this Accident. No Body 
was hurt but the Watchman on the Tower, who was 
datfh’d to Pieces. 


POLAND, SWEDEN, andthe NORTHERN POWERS. 


E cannot yet fay much, with any Certainty, of the 
W Affairs of Poland. The Friends of King Stauz/laus 
fay, that his Party gains Strength every Day. “The Nobi- 
lity, they fay, are actually in Motion, to execute the Proe 
mife they made that King, of affembling on Horfeback. 
Twenty Pa/atinates are afflembled, and ranged under 
their refpective Standards, Part at Luben in Great Po- 
and, and Part at Brefee in Lithuania, where if we 
may give Credit to thefe Accourits, thefe Affemblie 
have renewed their Oaths and Confederacies to King Sta- 
mi flaus ; Even in Warfaw there feems to be a great Spirit 
kept up in his Favour, notwithftanding they are at the 
Mercy of the Ruffian and Saxons. On the other Hand 
the Partizans of King Augufus would have it believed, 
that the Party ior King Staniflaus, is reduced to a very 
incon fiderable Num er, and that they will foon be fur- 
rounced on every Side, by the Ruffian and Saxon Troops, 
0 tuch Manner, that they will be obliged to make their 
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The Primate, and Prince Czartozinski, are conducted 
from “/bin to Petersburg, where they will be oblig’d to 
fubmit to an Imprifonment, from which nothing but a Sub- 
m.ffion to King Awenflus, or a favourable Article in a ge- 
neral Pacification can freethem. “The Marquifs de Monts 
is ftil] under Confinement at /./bing, without any probable 
Appearance of being releas’d, the Czarina infitting upon 
it, that he has, in his Conduct, far exceeded the Limits of 
an Ambaflador ; that he acted as a General in Dantzck, 
and therefore has no right to infift upon the Priviledge of 
an Am)iffador. 

Pruffian ' etters are now pofitive that King Stanz/laus is 
not at the Head of the Po/i/e Troops of his Party, as was 
reported, but at Angersburg, fix German Miles trom Ko- 
mingsbure, where, by Orders of the King of Pruffiz, he 
has a Guard of twenty Men allowed him, and has all the 
Honour and Refpect paid him, which are due to the Fa- 
ther in Law of fo great a Monarch as che King of 
France, 

Turky, Persia, aad other REMOTE COUNTRIES. 


Etters from Confantinopie, by the Way of Venice, fay, 
L that fince Thamas-Kceuli-Kan {fo ftrenuoufly infifts on 
the Reftirution of all the Provinces conquered by the 
Porte, from the Perfian Monarchy, the Divez had re- 
folved to pufh on the War, with all poffible Vigoua. On 
the other Hand, the Arrival of the Perfan General at J/- 
pahan, when leaft expected, gave Occafion to the Report 
of a Peace being concluded with the Ottoman Empire ; 
but it fince appears, that his coming that Way was only to 
fupprefs a Rebellion in one of the Provinces, which he 
{peedily effected. By the Way of Derbent there is Ad- 
vice of an Action between the Perfians and Turks, in whic 
the former had very much the Advantage; but this 
is probably the fame Aétion we gave an Account of in a 
former BEE.
